Senator Wane Moers, tnc 
chairman, told reperters after 
the threz-hour — clavad = door 
inceting, that -Mr Rusk had 
made it clear “that thers is no 
plan on the part of the ad- 
ministration to proceed with any 
Am*rican' armed = intervention 
In Cuba." 

“That is a falr Interpretation 
of the meaning of what 
Scoretary of State told the 
subcommittee,” Senator Morse 
said, 

“What remains is a continua- 
tlon of the status quo. But if 
Cuba should follow an aggres- 
sive course of action—speaking 
hypothetically if it should attack 
our base at Guantanomo Bay 
or commit some other military 
act of aggression against the 
United States—of course - we 
would dofend our interests and 
our honour.’” 


ES sherds 
Assistance 

The Senator sald -it. was 
clear that the decision to mount 
the invasion was_a mn 
made by the anti-Castro Cuban 
refugees and that the operation 
was conducted by Cubans, 
although they did recelve U.S. 
assistance in training, finance 
and equipment.

succeeded this morning in his oppeal ot the Supreme 
Court against conviction on o charge of misleading 


a police officer. 
The Chief Justice, Sir Michacl 


: Hogan, aliowed the appeal be- 


cnuse he felt the accused had 
“learned a sharp lesson which 
will not be lost on him or on 
others who might be tempted to 
follow the same course.” 

Yik Yuk-lun had been con- 
victed and sentenced In January 
by Mr E. Corbally at Central 
Magisiracy to be bound over for 
two years.in $300, for misicad- 
ing Pollce Inspector W. M. Ross. 


The Chief Justice, Sir Michael 
Hogan, ruled that although Yilc 
had atlempted to deceive Inspec- 
tor Ress for a short time by 
denying writing the letler, ac 
had not in fact misled the In- 
spector who, after the appellant 
had admitted writing it, had 
said:
